This Mattapoisett Life 
By Marilou Newell 

This isn't my story, and I hope it will never be 
your story, either. This is Mary's story; a story that has 
only just begun. 

When a spouse suddenly passes away, their 
partner must face an empty page and rewrite their lives 
one chapter at a time. They have to force themselves 
to do the little things, the everyday things: earning a 
living, walking the dog, making a meal, balancing the 
checkbook. The new chapters are written over the course 
of many years, as well as in the moment-by-moment slow 
acceptance that the survivor must endure. Mary is looking

at the blank pages of those chapters that she now must 
write. She wants to start by saying thank you. 

Marybeth Carlsen is a daycare provider. We 
call her "our Mary" to help distinguish her from others 
who share the name. The years have slipped by since 
she took care of my granddaughter. We did not stay in 
regular contact. But whenever we reminisced about those 
first years of our little girl's life, Mary factored in as a 
major figure. The loving professional care Mary gave our 
granddaughter was a cornerstone in her early social and 
academic foundation. 

One day recently, as I read letters to the editor in 
The Wanderer, I noticed one that was signed by a "Mary." 
I reread it to make sure I understood the content of the 
letter and who the author might be. It was from our Mary. 
She was thanking people who had helped her during a 
crisis. Mary's husband, Dan, after not feeling well for 24 
hours, suffered a fatal heart attack. We were devastated 
for her and her daughter. All we could think about was 
how stunned and traumatized they must be. 

In her letter, she purposefully thanked the first

As the weeks have gone 
by, the help has continued to flow toward Mary There 
were various projects that needed completion now that 
Dan wouldn't be there to do them. Mary frets that she is 
forgetting to recognize all those whose selfless giving has 
pulled her through thus far. It is so important to her that 
everyone knows how much she appreciates them; what 
their giving has meant to her. 

Mary's new world order has been shored up 
since the moment she placed that 9-1-1 call. People from 
the Tri-Town area have lent their time and talents to help 
with her load. The Rochester first responders are high 
on her thank you list. Her gratitude is further extended 
to all the people whose hands-on assistance built a new 
fence and dog yard for Dan's big chocolate lab Lucy, 
repaired the stone walls, installed A/C units, cleaned out 
and organized the shed, and even replaced light bulbs in 
the house. Putting their shoulders to these efforts were 
Loretta and Robert Sherman, Sadro and Robin Grignetti, 
Rich McCue, Katherine Kang, Jorge Fiqueirdo, Sophie 
and Kevin Amfield, Mark and Kathy Savino, Tom and 
Jen Jones, Tammy Desnoyers and Robin Martin (who 
provided homemade foods). And last but not least, beside 
Mary were Janet and Scott Govin and their son, Bret. The 
Govins not only assisted with yard chores; they rented 
equipment and other tools that were necessary to get the 
job done. 

While Mary got her sea legs under her, taking 
care of final arrangements and a myriad of details, the 
daycare had to remain open for the families who depend 
on her to care of their children while they work.

need to be aware of. Dan's symptoms mimicked the flu: 
nausea and vomiting. That is what they suspected. Even 
though Mary's first aid training impressed upon her all 
the symptoms of a heart attack, she has since concluded 
that Dan may not have shared the full extent of his not 
feeling well with her. And surprisingly, shortly before 
Dan succumbed to the heart attack, he told Mary he 
was actually feeling better. With confidence, she left the 
house to take care of errands after making sure he had a 
refreshing drink at hand. When she returned, Dan was 
gone. 

The American Heart Association's website details 
the following (www.heart.org): 
Most heart attacks start slowly, with mild pain or 
discomfort. The signs that can mean a heart attack is 
happening are: 

Chest discomfort. Most heart attacks involve 
discomfort in the center of the chest that lasts more than 
a few minutes, or that goes away and comes back. It can 
feel like uncomfortable pressure, squeezing, fullness or 
pain.

It is conjecture on my part, but I suspect with each 
day Mary resolves anew to stand tall, get busy with the 
work at hand, pray for strength, and call on Dan to help 
her get through it all. She is comforted in her belief that 
Dan is with their son Kyle and her Father. Our Mary - 
she'll be all right, but forever changed. She'll get by with a 
little help from her friends, and Mary has plenty of them 
in the Tri-Town.

Mike McCarthy first picked up a carving tool 
at a Boy Scout meeting when he was 12 years old. Next 
year, he'll celebrate 20 years of self -employment as a 
woodcarver, specializing in shore birds. 

"I started whittling neckerchief slides and 
walking sticks," McCarthy said. "The 'aha' moment 
happened when my family and I were camping in Maine 
and I went looking for a book to read. At a used book 
store, I picked up a book on antique shore bird decoys 
and saw the work done by Elmer Crowel and knew right 
away that that was what I wanted to do." 

A. Elmer Crowel, from East Harwich, is 
considered the master duck decoy carver in the

woodworking field. He lived from 1862 to 1952. His work 
can be viewed locally at Plimoth Plantation. In 2011, one 
of his preening pintail drakes sold at auction for $1.13 
million. 

"In 1994, 1 quit my job, because I was making 
more money carving than at my job,'' McCarthy said. 
He describes his carving style as ''old American folk." 
His creations, primarily shore birds, come in three sizes: 
small, medium and large. The small birds include little 
sandpipers, spotted sandpipers, solitary sandpipers, 
sanderlings, least sandpipers and red knots. Medium 
birds include dowitchers, yellowlegs, willets, plovers, 
piping plovers, blackbellied plovers and golden plovers. 
Larger birds include the snowy egrets, little green herons, 
great blue herons, great white egrets, yellow crowned 
herons and black crowned herons. 

McCarthy travels most of the year on weekends 
selling his creations at craft fairs and festivals including 
Harbor Days in Mattapoisett and Arts in the Park in 
Marion. He brings his tools and sets up a workbench, 
which draws people over to ask questions about his work 
and birds. 

"I'm usually the only person in a booth that is 
working while at the event," he said. 

After talking to hundreds of people each 
weekend, he retreats back to his workshop and enjoys 
a peaceful and quiet week. His tidy workshop has a 
woodstove and a small bed for his dog, who sits or sleeps

while he carves. Shelves and shelves of birds and a pile of 
driftwood line one side of the shop. 

In mid-December, McCarthy stops traveling 
and begins a new year by thinking about new creations, 
focusing on habitat, or where the bird is standing, 
sleeping, eating or hunting. 

A look around his workshop shows beautiful 
finished birds that look lifelike and other birds in various 
stages of work. A pretty puffin stands out among the 
muted colors of the birds. One of his herons has a lifelike 
fish in its beak. Others stand on driftwood in various 
positions. In another piece, one bird sleeps while the other 
keeps watch. 

McCarthy sticks to craft shows that are close to

'If you don't 
live near the water, you probably wouldn't recognize a 
shore bird." 

McCarthy plans to set up shop in Wellfleet 
during the oyster festival the third weekend in October. 
You can see his work there or by appointment at his shop 
in Mattapoisett. 

SRPEDD Will Help With Planning 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen voted on 
Tuesday to authorize Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera to enter into a contract with the Southeastern 
Regional Planning & Economic District, opening the door 
for the organization to provide planning services to the 
town in the wake of John Charbonneau's departure. 

Charbonneau, who had worked as part-time 
planner for Rochester and Wareham, recently accepted a 
full-time position in Raynham. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker 
said that SRPEDD will charge the town for planning 
consultation, but that upward of the first 40 hours would 
be free. In addition, Parker said, grants and other funding 
could pay for more.

Selectman Bradford Morse said that is there no 
timetable for a permanent replacement for Charbonneau, 
and that the arrangement with SRPEDD will "buy us 
time/' Morse added that sharing a planner with Wareham 
- which Parker called "informal regionalization" - has 
worked well for Rochester 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Selectmen signed 
off on annual renewal of the ''Dog Warrant/' giving the 
Rochester Police Department greater enforcement powers 
against residents with unlicensed dogs. Parker estimated 
that there are as many as 100 to 200 unlicensed dogs in 
the town, and that while Animal Control's enforcement 
ability is limited, the police can "take whatever legal 
action necessary." 

The next Board of Selectmen meeting is 
scheduled for September 23 - when there will be more 
discussion of dogs during a public hearing - with future 
meetings taking place on October 7 and October 21.

After much discussion, the 11 warrant items were 
approved with some minor adjustments and requests 
to Town Administrator Paul Dawson for additional 
information regarding several items. Article 4, addressing 
the loss of the town's ability to operate an ambulance 
operation, dominated the discussion. 

Articles 1 through 3 involve requests from the 
Community Preservation and an Open Space Acquisition 
item.

operation. The question, to be posed at Town Meeting, 
is whether to hire an outside firm to run the ambulance 
service at an undetermined cost or do it in house by the 
Fire Department and EMS at a cost to be borne by town, 
which would raise taxes. 

Minard spoke and said that this quickly 
approaching deadline left little room to explore the 
options. Minard said that he and the Finance Committee 
had little time to discuss and explore the issue due to lack 
of communication with the Fire Department /EMS, Town 
Administrator and the Board of Selectmen. 

Selectman Dickerson noted that an ambulance 
was always on call at the Sippican Health Care Center, 
and perhaps a deal could be made with that vendor. 
Another option offered was to hire personnel who 
would be not eligible for health or vacation benefits, thus 
reducing the cost to the town.

The Mattapoisett Conseryation Commission 
reyisited the issue of how best to deal with inyasiye 
phragmite as it slowly but certainly overtakes property 
situated at 112 Aucoot Road, owned by Jay and Julie 
Duker. With their engineer Dayid Davignon, the applicant 
came before the Commission to receive approval for 
the removal of phragmite, sand dune development and 
barrier beach nourishment.

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor only cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no, this is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vac- 
cination for Rabies is a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Animal visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

dune that will be built up to help protect the beach. The 
dune would be planted with native beach grasses. They 
also voted to allow the removal of phragmite with the 
caveat that these plants are very hard to completely 
remove and may return. They conditioned the work so 
that no offsite material will be allowed during the project.

were questions regarding the proper calculations for 
drainage and storm water runoff , which Commission 
member Bob Rogers offered to discuss with Nicolosi' s 
engineer. Nicolosi' s request to Natural Heritage regarding 
compensatory mitigation plans has been accepted and 
was shared with the Commission. 

The Natural Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program (NHESP), part of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, is one of the programs forming the 
Natural Heritage Network.

areas of the budget yet to be determined. 

In addition, five new teachers were hired for the 
new school year, and one transferred from another area to 
a teaching position.

Cusolito referred specifically to Selectman 
Richard Nunes, who blasted the Old Rochester Regional 
School District's budgetary practices and RMS's decision 
to fund a tuition-free full-day Kindergarten - which he 
called ''disturbing and shocking" - at a June 17 meeting. 

"If we had required an additional funding sources 
for tuition-free Kindergarten, we would have spoken 
to town officials/' Cusolito wrote. "The fact is that we 
are able to fund the program within the budget already 
approved at town meeting.

from Nunes, told members that the District would 
continue to provide all documentation - including 
contracts, invoices, purchase orders and reports - to 
Rochester and its residents by standard practice or upon 
request. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Rochester School 
Committee approved intra-budget transfers totaling 
$76,733 to help fund tuition-free full-day Kindergarten. 
In addition. White announced that the District and 
Committee would have to monitor a roughly $17,000 
spike in the transportation budget, as Rochester's 
responsibility for its students at Bristol County 
Agricultural High School would include the need for an 
upgrade from a van to a bus. Students from Rochester 
who study at Bristol are funded via the RMS budget. 

Member Sharon Hartley initiated a discussion 
about charging the YMCA a building-use fee for its 
after school programs taking place at RMS. Currently, 
YMCA pays nothing to Rochester for use of its facilities, 
while such towns as Marion receive significant fees, 
according to White. Hartley said that it is only fair 
Rochester receive payment, as well. 

Most members agreed, and White told them he 
would begin exploring a solution. 

As its current agenda drew to a close, the 
Rochester School Committee charted out those big-ticket 
items that could potentially be included on upcoming 
ones: 

November /December: MCAS results; January: 
Initial Budget Review; January /June: School Lunch 
Statement; February: Approval of Chairman's Annual 
Report, Interim Report on School Committee progress 
toward goals. Approval of School Calendar, Budget 
Approval (public hearings); May /June: School Committee 
Reorganization; May: School Choice Public Hearing, 
Internet Safety Public Hearing, Administrator Contracts; 
June: Approval of new School Committee goals. 

But the school year has only just begun. The 
Committee also congratulated new RMS Principal Derek 
Medeiros for his first week on the job. Reports from 
students have been positive, said several members, as 
well as parents in the meeting audience.

department, is hopeful that the planning time will 
continue. He felt the delayed start provides excellent 
time for the teachers to "organize themselves." Allain 
is looking forward to future planning times so that the 
teachers can share the strengths and weaknesses of their 
lesson plans. 

Not only was the delayed start popular among 
the teachers, but among the students as well. Most were 
simply thrilled just to have an extra hour of sleep, as 
students are encouraged to arrive at homeroom by 8:30 
am instead of the usual 7:30 am.

"They 
could make it more academic, since we're losing class 
time," she suggested. However, she did feel the delayed 
start was helpful overall. 

The hour of planning time was productive for 
at least one group of students - those of the National 
Honor Society. NHS took advantage of the delayed start 
to hold their meeting at a time that would not have any 
other scheduling conflictions. At the meeting, students 
discussed a possible future freshman/ senior buddy 
meeting, community service activities for the year and an 
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afterschool tutoring program. 

The tutoring program, which started September 
10, is for all students needing help in any subject. The 
tutors are members of NHS. Leah Thomas, a senior at 
ORR and President of NHS, hopes the tutoring will help 
both the students and the student tutors. The students 
will be learning academically, while the tutors will be 
learning values such as patience and community service.

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Pitch Back

Riddick, Starring Vin Diesel and Jordi MoUa. Directed 
by David Twohy. Running time: 118 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The anti-hero Riddick, subject of three movies, 
an animated short, and numerous video games, is prob- 
ably best suited to animated shorts and video games. I 
haven't played the games, but I did enjoy Dark Fury, the 
35-minute toon that served as a bridge between 2000' s 
Pitch Black and 2004' s The Chronicles of Riddick. Like Conan 
the barbarian, Riddick is a surly loner and killer who gets 
pulled into adventures wherever he travels. As played by 
Vin Diesel, Riddick is also a cold cod whose purpose in 
life seems to be avoidance. He's always being pursued — 
by mercenaries, by Necromongers, by slithery creatures. 
His function is to send his pursuers abruptly to the next 
life and then swagger onward. Such a character might 
fare nicely on a weekly animated series for young adults 
(or in a monthly comic book, where Conan has thrived on 
and off for decades), but he doesn't hold a live-action film 
together very strongly. 

The title of Riddick' s new adventure, just straight- 
up Riddick, is likely meant to signify a new simplicity, or, 
rather, a throwback to the old simplicity of Fitch Black. Af- 
ter all. The Chronicles of Riddick was a cluttered and garish 
thing, with respected actors like poor Judi Dench natter- 
ing on about Necromongers or the Underverse while Vin 
Diesel scowled in the shadows, his silver corneae glowing 
like the eyes of a sullen cat. Riddick dispenses with the 
reheated fantasy elements of its predecessor and takes 
Riddick back to gritty sci-fi, pitting him against phallic, 
venomous critters and then against two competing bands 
of mercenaries. Along the way he raises a dingo-like 
puppy, and if you remember what generally happens to 
people or animals Riddick grows to care about, you'll 
know not to get attached to the dingo-like puppy. 

Riddick is leaner and meaner than Chronicles, but 
that doesn't necessarily translate as "more fun." Once 
again, as in Fitch Black, Riddick defends himself — and, 
incidentally, the motley group he happens to be thrown 
in with — from monsters. It feels pointless; by the end. 



Riddick is better off than he was at the start, but nothing 
in particular has happened to change his character. He's 
the same growly deep-bass sociopath he was in Fitch Black 
thirteen years ago. At least in Dark Fury and Chronicles he 
had an androgynous girl, grown up to be a bitter woman 
warrior, to care about and to worry that she might end 
up like him. Riddick seems like a side adventure, and the 
events of the previous movie are blown off in a flashback 
that puts Riddick back at square one. We feel like idiots 
for having been asked to invest in the events of Chronicles 
and in the idea that Riddick had been elevated to a posi- 
tion of importance. 

Diesel and series creator/ director David Twohy 
were adamant that Riddick, like Fitch Black, carry an R rat- 
ing, which allows for a bit of gore and a peekaboo scene 
that's so baldly there for fans of Battlestar Galactica's Katee 
Sackhoff that all I could think about was Big Bang Theory's 
Howard Wolowitz (who fantasized about tubbing with 
Sackhoff in an episode) wearing out the Blu-ray when it 
arrived at his home. Sackhoff plays a nerdboy's idea of 
a lesbian, a tough chick who beats the crap out of men; 
her name is Dahl, which phonetically means every guy in 
the movie appears to be calling her "doll," and that's es- 
sentially what she is. Aside from Riddick — who spends 
much of the middle third of the film ominously offscreen 
— the character who gets the most screen time is Santana 
(Jordi Molla), the scruffy leader of one of the mere teams. 
Santana is a jerk but at least has some personality; nobody 
else does. 

Vin Diesel, an unabashed fantasy/ sci-fi geek, 
keeps trying to make genre franchises happen. Babylon 
AD didn't work for him, and the Riddick series has pro- 
ceeded in fits and starts — it's been nearly a decade since 
the last film, and Diesel, who turned 46 this summer, is 
very much not getting any younger. He puts a lot of phys- 
ical effort into these meathead movies he does (Furious 6, 
for the record, was much more fun), and there's a valid 
question as to how much longer he can continue to do so. 
Diesel started off promisingly — I urge you to seek out 
his 1994 short film Multi-Facial on YouTube so you won't 
think I'm insane when I say he's really a good actor — but 
he got sidetracked into dumb Saturday-night blockbusters 
for teens, and he perhaps needs to stop working out (and 
stop listening to his agent) and do some genuine acting 
again. Riddick, which by all indications will be a box-office 
disappointment, may put the kibosh on at least one going 
concern that has kept Diesel in lucrative stasis.

Article 29. 

ARTICLE I - NAME 

The name of the organization shall be 
the Council on Aging, hereinafter referred to as 
the Council. Said Council may receive gifts to be 
managed and controlled by the Council for the 
purposes of this Bylaw as established by Article 
37 of the 1970 March Annual Town Meeting and 
Amended by Article 28, April 27, 1987 of the Town 
of Marion, Massachusetts. 
ARTICLE II - PURPOSE 

The basic purposes of the Council are: 

(a) To identify the total needs of the population of 
the community and to advise the Board of Select- 
men of the same. 

(b) To educate the community and enlist support 
and participation of all citizens about these needs. 

(c) To design, promote, or implement services to 
fill these needs, or to coordinate existing services. 
ARTICLE III - OFFICES 

The principal office of the Council shall 
be located at the Town House, 2 Spring St. in the 
Town of Marion, Massachusetts, to which office all 
mail shall be delivered unless otherwise designated 
by a majority vote of the Council. The Council 
may also maintain offices at such other places as 
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a majority of its members may from time to time 
determine. 

ARTICLE IV - MEMBERSHIP 

The Council shall consist of no fewer 
than nine members, inclusive of the Chairperson. 
On an annual basis the Council Members will 
submit a list of Potential Council Members to the 
Marion Board of Selectman. No Member is to 
serve on the Council until appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Marion. All members 
shall be sworn in by the Town Clerk within 7 days 
of their appointment. 
ARTICLE V-TERM OF OFFICE 

The Chairperson position shall be elect- 
ed annually. The person serving as Chairperson 
may not serve more than two (2) consecutive years, 
unless special circumstances warrant and only 
if the extension is unanimously approved by the 
council members present at the Annual meeting. 
The terms of the members shall be for one, two and 
three years and so arranged that the terms of ap- 
proximately one third of the members shall expire 
each year and their successors shall be appointed 
for a term of three years each. A member may not 
serve more than two three year terms, and cannot 
be nominated as a Potential Council Member until 
there is a break from service for at least one year. 
ARTICLE VI - MEETING OF MEMBERS 
Section I - Regular Meetings 

Regular meetings of the members of 
the Council shall be held once a month on the third 
Monday of the month with the following excep- 
tions: When Monday falls on a legal holiday, the 
meeting scheduled for that day shall be held on the 
following Monday. 
Section II Special Meetings 

Special meetings of the members of 
the Council may be called at any time by the 
Chairperson, through the secretary at the request of 
a majority of the members and due notice sent to 
each member of the Council. 
Section III - Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting of the members of 
the Council shall be held during the regular meet- 
ing in June for the purpose of electing officers. 
Section IV - Annual Meeting Notice 

Notice of the annual meeting of mem- 
bers, stating the purpose for which the meeting 
is called, and the time and place where it is to be 
held, shall be sent by mail by the secretary, not less 
than ten days before the meeting, to each member 
entitled to vote at such meetings. 
Section V - Quorum 

At all meetings more than 50% of the 
members of the Council shall be sufficient to con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of any business. 
Section VI - Voting 

The vote of at least a majority of the 
members present at a meeting with respect to a 
question or matter brought before such meeting 
shall be necessary and sufficient to decide such 
question or matter. 

Each member entitled to vote shall vote 
only in person. 

All voting rights shall be vested in the 
members, and each individual member shall be 
entitled to one vote with respect to any question 
or matter which may come before a meeting of the 
members of the Council. 
Section VII - Meetings 

All meetings shall be conducted in ac-

In the event that a member wishes to 
resign from the Council, he/she must notify the 
Council on Aging, the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Clerk in writing. 
Section IX - Resignation - Attendance 

Regular attendance is expected of all 
members. In the event of absence by any member 
for three (3) consecutive meetings, except for 
reasons of health or extenuating circumstances, 
as duly reported to the Chairperson in advance 
of Council meetings, the Council shall request 
resignation of that member through the Board of 
Selectmen. 

ARTICLE VII - ELECTIONS 

Section I - Number, Qualification, Election and 

Term of Office: 

The officers of the Council shall consist 
of a Chairperson, a Secretary and a Treasurer and 
may also include such number of Assistant Secre- 
taries and Assistant Treasurer as the Council may 
from time to time deem advisable. 

Officers of the Council shall be elected 
at the Annual meeting of the Council by majority 
vote of the members present and shall take office 
upon election. 

Election of officers to fill vacancies cre- 
ated by death, resignation or other cause may take 
place at any regular or special meeting and shall 
be for the period of unexpired term of the previous 
incumbent, except that the office of chairperson, 
if vacated, shall be filled by the Treasurer for the 
unexpired portion of the Chairperson's normal term 
of office. 

Section II - Chairperson 

The Chairperson shall be the chief 
executive officer of the Council and subject to the 
direction of the members of the Council and shall 
have general charge of the business, affairs and 
property of the Council in its general operations. 
The Chairperson shall preside at all meetings of the 
members, shall appoint all committees and shall be 
an ex-officio member of all committees, serve as 
the initial spokesman in representing the Council 
on financial matters at meetings of above Town 
Officials and at Town Meetings. 
Section V - Treasurer 
The Treasurer shall: 

Be responsible for reviewing financial 
statements, submit periodic financial statements 
to the Council and insure that expenditures do not 
exceed appropriation limitations. 
ARTICLE VIII - AMENDMENTS 

The Council shall review the bylaws on 
an annual basis and should any amendments be re- 
quested, the same shall be submitted to the Marion 
Board of Selectmen for the Selectmen's review. 
The proposed amendments or alterations of the 
bylaws shall be approved by the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the Council before 
being submitted to the Marion Board of Selectmen 
ARTICLE IX - AFFILIATE MEMBERSHIPS 

The Council shall set up an Affili- 
ate Membership of 8 to 10 members who, when 
attending meetings, shall not be entitled to voting 
privileges. Affiliate members shall be selected 
upon approval of a majority of Council members as 
provided for in Article VI, Section VI. 

Some of these members may come from 
other Town Committees whose activities relate 
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to those of the Council on Aging. Others may be 
selected from groups concerned with the welfare of 
the elderly in Marion.

8.13 Municipal S olar Overlay District 

8.13.1 Purpose Bylaw Objectives: 

The purpose of the Municipal Solar 
Overlay District is to identify and include on the 
Marion Zoning Map with corresponding inclusion 
in the Zoning Bylaw, Town owned real property on 
which the installation of solar PV Systems without 
the need for a special permit would be compatible 
and consistent with the Marion Zoning Bylaw. 

8.13.2 Definition: 

For the purposes of this Bylaw and 
without intending to limit the interpretation of the 
same, "Ground-mounted solar PV Systems" shall 
include any engineered and constructed structure 
that converts sunlight into electrical energy through 
an array of solar panels that connect to a building's 
electrical system and/or the electrical grid. 

8.13.3 Overlay District Locations 

The Municipal Solar Overlay District 
shall be defined as and include Lots 8, 9, 9C, and 
9D as shown on Marion Assessor's Map 24. The 
provisions of this District shall be considered 
superimposed on and over the Zoning Map of the 
Town of Marion and shall hereinafter be referred to 
as the "Municipal Solar Overlay District". The uses 
and structures permitted in the Municipal Solar 
Overlay District shall be considered an addition 
to, and not in conflict with, the uses and structures 
permitted by the Zoning Bylaw and Zoning Map. 

8.13.4 Allowable Uses and Structures 

In addition to all other permitted and 
lawful uses and structures, within the Municipal 
Solar Overlay District, the Town of Marion shall 
be permitted to construct or have others construct, 
Ground-mounted solar PV Systems provided that 
a building permit has been issued pursuant to the 
Massachusetts Building Code. No special permit 
shall be required for construction of Ground- 
mounted solar PV Systems within the Municipal 
Solar Overlay District. Submission to the Planning 
Board for Minor Site Plan Review and Approval 
pursuant to Section 9.1.1 of the Zoning Bylaw 
shall be as required by this Bylaw (Section 8.13, 
et seq.), regardless of the minimum threshold 
requirements found in Section 9.1.1. In addition, a 
solar PV installation on the closed landfill within 
the Municipal Solar Overlay District also requires 
a MassDEP post-closure permit according to the 
MassDEP's Landfill Post-Closure Use Permitting 
Guidelines. All the provisions of the general or 
special laws relating to the use, lease and disposal 
of municipally owned property shall apply to any 
use or application of the Municipal Solar Overlay 
District;

The mosquitoes that 
carry this virus are common throughout the state, and are 
found in urban as well as more rural areas. While WNV 
can infect people of all ages, people over the age of 50 are 
at a higher risk for severe infection. 

By taking a few commonsense precautions, 
people can help to protect themselves and their loved 
ones: 

Avoid mosquito bites: 

Be aware of peak mosquito hours. The hours 
from dusk to dawn are peak biting times for many 
mosquitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor activities 
that occur during the evening or early morning. If you 
are outdoors at any time and notice mosquitoes around 
you, take steps to avoid being bitten by moving indoors, 
covering up and/ or wearing repellant. 

Clothing can help reduce mosquito bites. Wear 
long sleeves, long pants and socks when outdoors to keep 
mosquitoes away from your skin. 

Apply insect repellent when you go outdoors. 
Use insect repellent with DEET, permethrin, picaridin or 
oil of lemon eucalyptus according to the instructions on 
the product label. 

Mosquito-proof your home: 

Drain standing water around your house. Many 
mosquitoes lay their eggs in standing water. Limit the 
number of places around your home for mosquitoes to 
breed by either draining or getting rid of items that hold 
water. 

Install or repair screens. Some mosquitoes like to 
come indoors. Keep them outside by having tightly fitted 
screens on all of your windows and doors.

Revolutionary War Encampment at Fort Phoenix 

In September 1778 during the Revolutionary War, 
about 4,000 British soldiers who landed from 36 transport 
ships attacked the four villages situated on the Acushnet 
River. During the raid, houses, ships and business places 
in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven were ransacked 
and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in Fairhaven, now 
called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by British troops. It 
took years for the local waterfront industries to recover 
from the raid. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 21 and 
22, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and will 
once again recall the days of the British attack during a 
weekend encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and 
children dressed in period clothing will re-enact life in 
1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
be demonstrating campfire cooking, musket ball casting, 
military drilling, loading and firing flintlock muskets and 
rifles, cannon firing, colonial handcrafts, 18th-century 
dentistry and medicine, and more. Visitors may try their 
hand at tomahawk throwing and children's games of the 
period. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing 
of the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 6:30 
pm, on Saturday. When fired near sundown, the cannons' 
plumes of flames and smoke make a spectacular sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is 
sponsoring the event along with the Fairhaven Office of 
Tourism, is made up of members who are interested in 
the local history of the Revolutionary War period. They 
hold historical encampments in Fairhaven and nearby 
communities and host educational programs. The group's 
commander, Ellsworth Sylvaria, Jr., is a descendant of 
Bartholomew West, whose home was burned by the 
British in 1778. The group includes individuals and 
families from Fairhaven and surrounding communities. 

"We have been holding September encampments 
at Fort Phoenix since 2003," says Tourism Director 
Christopher Richard. "A few years ago, we started 
holding them in the spring, as well. Since we began our 
programs at the fort, thousands of people, including 
hundreds of school children, cruise ship passengers, 
visitors and local residents, have visited us at Fort 
Phoenix. They find our presentations are both educational 
and entertaining. The militia has also taken part in

"This year some members of a British reenacting 
group, the 54th Regiment of Foot, have been invited to 
take part in the weekend activities at the fort. 

"At the encampment, the group is depicting 
camp life during the Revolutionary War period. There will 
be regular demonstrations of musket firing and the firing 
of our own small cannon, but there will be no large-scale 
battle re-enactments." 

Both the cannon firing and the overnight 
encampment will be cancelled in the event of rain. 
Weather permitting, the militia will be at the fort from 
9:00 am Saturday until about 3:00 pm Sunday. 

Members of the militia will also be holding a 
fundraising bake sale and selling t-shirts during the event.
